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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1 - 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 1 - 8, it is not clear as to whom "the computer" of lines 3 and 6 
belongs; i.e., is it the merchant's or buyer's computer and is there more than one (both 
a merchant's and a buyer's)? 

In claim 2, lines 6-7, there is no proper antecedent basis for "the decoded digital 
content product" 



3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
trtle before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application 
being examined was not (1 ) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily 
published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 
4. Claims 1 , 4 - 6 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Downs et at. 

Downs et al disclose an Electronic content delivery system wherein digital 
content files (music), with "headers" (information regarding the content) are stored in 
encrypted (encoded) form on a Content Provider (merchant) computer. Downs et al,

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figure 16, further teach that the header data can be read while downloading the 
encoded digital content product onto a user's computer, figure 16, element 1604. 
Regarding claims 4 and 5: 

Downs et al teaches that the content can be pointed to using URL's, column 26, 
lines 34 - 68. 

Regarding claim 6: 

Downs et al discloses utilizing a "shopping cart" (buyer product file) for the buyer, 
column 18, last paragraph. 
Regarding claim 7: 

Downs et al discloses storing encrypted as well as unencrypted (samples) digital 
content data. 



Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in secton 1 02 of this title, rf the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prror art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the

Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 2 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Downs et al. in view of Blatter et al. 

Downs et al do not specifically state downloading while decoding and displaying. 
However, Blatter et al teach a decoding system capable of use on a computer, column 
3, lines 9-12, such that digital content is taught to be "downloaded", "decoded" and 
displayed concurrently. Therefore, it is considered that it would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to use this ability, taught by 
Blatter et al, in the system of Downs et al as they are both "downloading" encoded 
digital data. 

Downs et al teach that a server (broker) can be used such that the server will 
provide decryption keys upon electing to purchase the digital content product.
